Freshmen Expectations "too great " - Research has indicated 
college freshmen have unrealistica3.lv high expectations for 
themselves. In a sampling of 18,000 incoming freshmem at Penn 
State during the past two years, nearly the entire freshmen 
class - 98%-said they expect to have a "B" grade point average 
at the end of their first year of study. Yet, researchers say, 
an equal percentage of students had not maintained a" B" 
average in high school. 

"They seem to expect some magical transformation," said James 
J. Kelly, Academic Information Program Coordinator in the 
Division of Undergraduate Studies. Kelly said approximately 90% 
of the incoming freshen at Penn State have filled out an 
Educational Planning Survey durng the last two years. 

The survey also showed that while 67% of incoming freshmen 
spent 10 hours a week or less studying in high school, 96% 
believe their study skills are "excellent to good", Kelly 
noted. "However, 61% estimate that they will study 20 hours or 
less per week, when, in fact, it is important for students to 
recognize that going to college is a full-time job requiring a 
minimum of 40 hours a week between classes and study," he said.

Dear S.I.G., 

Since you and your roommate have not had a fight, please don't be so quick to 
blame yourself for the absence of communication. It may be nothing at all, really. 
The semester is new and your roommate may be feeling the pressures of the demands 
of new classes. She may not even notice that you two have not spoken to each other. 
One way of opening the lines of communication might be to leave a series of good 
morning notes on her desk where she will find them, Wish her a happy day. It's 
one way of letting her know that you are thinking about her and that you care. 

Dear Ruth, 

I am having difficulties in one of my classes, and I absolutely hate speaking up in 
class. It's early in the semester and I don't want to mess up from the start. 
How can I avoid a disastrous beginning and end? 

SINKING FAST 

Dear Sinking, 

There are several ways that you can recover from your shaky start. First, you can 
try to see the instructor right after class either to ask for help then or to set 
up an appointment for a later time. Also, instructors keep office hours. Most 
instructors indicate what these office hours are on the syllabus. If the 
instructor has not done this, check to see if the Dean's secretary, Gretchen, has 
the information. If this does not work, leave the instructor a note in his or her

mail in Bldg. 10, asking for an appointment. Be sure to leave your name, 
mailbox number, and/or telephone number so that the instructor can contact you. 
If you make an appointment, be sure to write it down to remind yourself. Nothing 
is worse than breaking an appointment by not showing up. 

Another way to get help is to visit the Learning Resource Center in Bldg. 4. 
In addition to the Sisters, who are most helpful, there are a variety of tapes and 
audio-visual presentations to assist the student. Give it a try. I don't think 
that you will be disappointed.

The secretary: After generations, still the linchpin of business. 

Secretaries Are Gaining Status 
as Demand for Tliem Increases

NEW YORK-The first thing 
they would like to do is expunge 
the term just, as in "just a secre- 
tary." 

Next, champions of this field 
would like to train every executive 
in the universe not to refer to his 
secretary as "my girl." 

Finally, they would like to re- 
affirm the oft-repeated truism that 
if every chief executive officer in 
the United States took a day off, 
business would continue as usual. 
But if every secretary stayed 
home, business would screech to a 
standstill. 

Certainly technology is all but on 
the verge of rendering the steno 
pad a Pleistocene relic. The field is 
changing, evolving with every new 
office microchip. Still, said Eleanor 
Vreeland, head of one of the coun- 
try's oldest continuous secretarial 
schools, "if we had enough time to 
talk about all the name changes we 
have discussed, at the end of the 
day, secretary is still the word that 
best describes the job, just as 
executive best describes that par- 
ticular position." 

As president and chief executive 
officer of the Katharine Gibbs 
School Inc., Vreeland scheduled a 
luncheon not* long ago to discuss 
changes in one of the fastest-grow- 
ing professions in the country. One 
thing that Vreeland, a former sec- 
retary at the now -defunct ladies' 
clothing firm of Peck & Peck, 
wanted to point out was how her 
field was emerging from its battle 
with the women's movement, how 
"we are still coming out of the age 
when people thought of secretarial 
work as demeaning." 



One entire generation may have 
said why be a nurse when you can 
be a brain surgeon, why be a legal 
secretary when you can be a 
lawyer, but "high school graduates 
now," Vreeland said, "are just not 
into that whole thing we were into 
as recently as five years ago, when 
people were saying secretarial 
work was demeaning. High school 
students today hear that and they 
don't know what we're talking 
about." 

Vreeland may have been eager 
to bolster her contention that sec- 
retaries are no longer suffering 
from a bad rep, that "I think what 
has happened is that the secre- 
tary's role has been accepted as 
very important," but she also was 
interested in tendering some im- 
pressive statistics. Figures from 
the U.S. Department of Labor, she 
reported, show "80,000 secretarial 
spot? going unfilled yearly." The 
same Department of Labor predicts 
that in the next five years the field 
will burgeon, she said, by "500,000 
new secretarial jobs over and above 
what there are today." 

In Los Angeles County in 1984, 
secretaries occupied 178,368 posi- 
tions. Projections for 1985 showed 
the figure growing to 185,775. 

Industry is growing "more and 
more into service and research 
organizations," she said, resulting 
in a rapidly expanding demand for 
workers with clerical skills. "There 
just aren't enough secretaries," 
Vreeland said. "It's as simple as 
that." 

Those who do step into these 
vacant secretarial slots will find 
that an increasingly technological 
office place— "it takes a genius just 
to operate the new telephones," 
Vreeland joked— is also a more 
financially satisfying work envi- 
ronment. 



H ig tier Maning salaries 

"In the last three years," she 
said, "there has been a 20% in- 
crease for beginning -level secre- 
taries." In New York last year this 
meant entry -level secretarial sala- 
ries ranging from $15,000 to 
$17,000, and "we think they're 
going to go even higher." 

As secretary to a chief executive 
officer, moreover, Vreeland said, 
"you can expect to command sala- 
ries of $35,000 to $40,000-and 
more." 

(Average secretarial wages in 
Los Angeles County for 1984 were 
$6.73 per hour.) 

Money may pay the VISA bills, 
but it isn't the only payoff, Vree- 
land said: "The secretary to the 
chairman of the board, that is a 
very powerful position." 

Indeed, she went on, in spite of 
competition from a bumper crop of 
ambitious young MBAs, it is not 
merely a wild pipe dream for a 
secretary to contemplate climbing 
the corporate ladder. Former sec- 
retary Mary Jarratt, for example, is 
now Ronald Reagan's assistant 
secretary of agriculture for food 
and consumer services, and anoth- 
er one-time secretary who rose to 
rather meteoric heights was a man 
named Lvndon Johnson, later the 
36th President of the United States. 

♦Still 98% Female' 

Lyndon Johnson notwithstand- 
ing, the fact, Vreeland said, is that 
"the field is still 98% female," 
perhaps because for many years, as 
late, certainly as the 1950s, "wom- 
en had fewer job opportunities and 
career paths available to them." 

A secretary was defined origi- 
nally as the "keeper of the secrets," 
Vreeland said, and ironically, "the 
fiejd started out however many 
hundreds of years ago as a job for 
men." 

But maybe the white gloves that 
Katharine Gibbs' graduates were 
once required to wear helped drive 
men away from the field. A strict 
dress code prevails, Vreeland said: 
"If they corne to school not dressed 
the way they should be dressed for 
work in an office, we send them 
home." Improper attire might in- 
clude something like "net stock- 
ings, because they simply are not 
accepted in the business world 
today." 

If image is essential to the up- 
graded image of the secretary, 
Vreeland said, so is education, "the 
re-education of both the executive 
and the secretary." Regardless of 
who makes the coffee, or who 
fetches it, "the relationship be- 
tween an executive and a secretary 
who work together for many years 
is also one that becomes a friend, a 
partner. We think educating cor- 
porate America of the value of a 
secretary is the way to go."

The purpose of the V.A. scholarship program is to assist in providing an 
adequate supply of professional nurses for the Veterans Administration and 
the Nation. 



Awards for '85-86: Third and fourth year nursing students in the baccalaureate 
programs; clinical master's in gerontology, medial/surgical, adult psychiatric/ 
mental health, and rehabilitation; master's in nursing service administration. 

Application requests and information on the program are available in the 
Financial Aid Office. An application must be requested by May 10, 1985. 
Completed applications must be received in the VA Scholarship Office no later 
than Monday, June 3, 1985. 

The Ebell of Los Angeles Scholarships for 1985-86 

Applications together with rule and regulations concerning the Ebell 
Scholarship Program are now available in the Financial Aid Office. 

This scholarship is an outright gift, payable per month, during the school 
year. Moral character, scholarship, financial need, citzenship, and 
leadership are carefully weighed in considering scholarships.

Dear O.M.C.P, 

Sometimes, it's rather difficult avoiding those people whom we find 
unpleasant, especially in such close, intimate surroundings as the Doheny campus. 
The key here is to know when and how to be assertive. Assertiveness is vastly 
different than aggressiveness and nurtures a different, less defensive response 
from the other person. Aggressively telling a teacher or anyone else that something 
"is none of her business" may indeed get your point across to her, but may also 
foster an aggressive and possibly punitive response. An assertive and more useful 
response would be to explain that you are aware of the important of budgeting your 
time wisely, and that you have done so. 

Some of your teacher's badgering may seem burdensome and nosy to you. 
Rather than resisting all of what she has to say to you, why not "hit the ball back 
into her court"? Ask he what she thinks you might be able to do to develop some of 
that potential she sees in you. You may learn something and she may begin to respect 
you more .

Dear Crazy, 

In spite of how your friends tease you, your feelings are probably very real 
and need to be dealt with. The dilemma is how to deal with them well. You write that 
no one seems to understand what the teacher means to you. Can you sit down and list for 
yourself what he means to you? And, of this list, how manv of these things come 
exclusively from your classroom contact with him? An instructor's professional self in 
the classroom can sometimes be very different than the casual self that is not at work. 

This brings us to the question of inviting an instructor to your house for 
dinner. I assume that, since your friends are teasing you, the instructor is not 
married. Ask yourself, if he was married and just as interesting and caring about the 
students, would you still ask him and his wife over for dinner? While there are no 
absolute answers, you would be better advised not to ask him to your house while you 
are a student at the College or while he is an instructor at the College. Professionalism, 
prudence and proper discretion would dictact this to both and your instructor. Too 
many negative consequences could result . 

If you are still interested in getting to know your instructor, utilize his 
office hours. It is perfectly legitimate. Besides, most instructors are overjoyed when 
students stop in to talk to them.

DEAR RUTH 
Dear Readers, 

Most of the letters this week have been from concerned students who are questioning 
how they can recover from the mid-semester blues because of the failure notices that 
they have received. Rather than address a few specific letters, I thought it might 
be more helpful for everyone if this week's column dealt generally with how to 
be more effective time-managers in our day-to-day lives. You might prefer to be 
consoled in your sorrow, but that might not be the best response. For those of you 
who have received failure notices, the task at hand now is to take responsibility 
for your situation and to do something positive and mature now . Even for those 
students who have not received mid-semester failure notices, using good time-management 
habits may prove to be fruitful for you, too. 

The first thing to realize is that the quantity, or the amount that you study each 

night will not necessarily guarantee that you will study in a quality manner. For 

instance, if you spend five hours every night in front of the television with "the 

books", chances are you are wasting five good hours. Where you study is important. 

Move to a place where you will be comfortable: The library, the learning resource 

center, Donahue lounge, or even your bedroom. If you know that you do not study well 

in absolute silence, go ahead and turn on the radio, but do not blast it. If you 

find yourself "rocking to the sounds", the radio is probably too loud. If you don't 

choose a good p lace to study , you will only set yourself up for failure. 

We have been told by the Book of Ecclesiates that there is a time for everything. This 

is true when you decide what needs to be studied, too. Make a list of the class notes, and 

the textbook chapters that you have to review and read. On the list be sure to 

include the homework assignments you must do, appointments you must keep, and the 

errands that you must run. After you have listed everything that you have to do , 

prioritize th e items . If you have a homework assignment that is due at 8:30 in the 

morning, you might consider putting that near the top of your list. Complete each of 

the tasks in the order in which you have prioritized them. If, day after day, you 

are finding that the classes you find most difficult to study for are at the bottom 

of your list, challenge yourself to study it earlier in the day. Make it a higher 

priority on your list. 

The time of day that you choose to start your studying can make a difference in the 

fruitfulness of your efforts, too. If your tendency is to study late at night, and 

you have gotten a failure notice (or come close to one) , try studying earlier in the 

day . (Our brains work best after they have had ample rest.) Aside from being tired 

in the evening and needing to relax, your friends like to socialize... with you! 

If you are like most of your friends, you like to socialize with them.... in the 

evening! What this adds up to is that the distractions in the evening are many. If 

you can be honest with yourself and admit that perhaps you are not as well-disciplined 

as you ought to be, study e arlier in the day . 

Getting a failure notice in a class is not mean that you the student must fail a class, 

unless, of course, you do nothing about it. Part of dealing with the deficiency notice 

maturely involves communicating with your instructor , and even your advisor. It is you 

who has the responsibility to seek assistance, but do it. In your attempt to regain 

your footing in your difficult classes, seek assistan c e in the learning resource center . 

Organize a stud y group with some of the students in your class. Studying with other 

students can be helpful. It allows you the opportunity to hear the same material put 

in a different way. It also allows you the opportunity to clarify what you think you 

understand. Please, do not let a student study group take the place of the need to 

ask the instructor questions you have about the material. 

Good luck to you all as you continue in these last weeks of the semester.

Dear CDWDT, 

It is never right for anyone to copy the answers from another's homework, papers 
or tests. This amounts to cheating, stealing and dishonesty. If the girl who was 
being copied from willingly allowed the answers to be copied, she is just as guilty. 
When you see something so flagrantly wrong happening, you have a responsibility to 
speak up about it. There are two responses that immediately come to mind. 

1). After the exam, the same day or the very next day, approach the instructor 
either in person or by way of a note. Let your instructor know what you saw 
and who was involved. If you are concerned about your friends finding out 
that it was you who informed the instructor of their misdeeds, explain this 
fear to the instructor, or simply don't sign the note. If it not necessarily 
important that the instructor know who you are. The larger issue is to bring 
to her/his attention that the students are cheating. 

2). In casual conversation with you friends, bring up the topic of cheating. You 
can bring to their attention your feelings about it without actually accusing 
them. Hear them out about their attitudes towards it too. Thw forum you have 
with them casually may do more good than agressively telling them not to cheat!

"DEAR RUTH" 



Dear Ruth, 

I am really concerned about my roommate. She has been really moody lately 
and is constantly irritable. Last night, I accidentally knocked over her laundry 
basket, which was in the middle of the floor, and a half empty bottle of vodka 
fell out. I am worried that my roommate has a drinking problem. I really love her 
and want to help her, but I don't know where to begin. Any ideas? 

signed " Concerned" 

Dear Concerned, 

It seems that you have stumbled on to a sensitive problem, and at the same 
time a' potentially dangerous situation. Before outlining suggestions as to what 
actions you can take, it may be helpful to ennumerate why your roommate's problems 
are so dangerous . 

1). There is no naievity here. Most college students, at one time or another, 
have consumed alcoholic beverages. It is when we look at the circumstances 
surrounding "the party" that we must be concerned. Your roommate is partying alone 
This is not good, but lam not suggesting that you join her. 

2) . Your roomate problably thinks that she has successfully concealed her 
drinking from you. Since no one else knows, or so she things, she does not have 
to deal with the problem herself. 

3). Your roommate, if she is drinking alone, is probably experiencing alot 
of stress and pressure. Her drinking vodka may help her to relax but it does take 
care of alleviating the sources of her stress and pressures. Her drinking is not 
putting a bandaid on her hurts, but is only .pausing the wound to get bigger. 

4). Whether drinking alone or with someone else from time to time, the 
probability if very great that your roommate is experiencing tremendous academic 
difficulty. Is she not getting up for her morning classes? Does she take an 
extraordinary amount of afternoon naps? 

5). You mentioned that you care a great deal for your roommate. Have you 
noticed that she is avoiding you? In her pain, your roomate is looking for 
comfort in alcohol rather than looking for her friends who love her. That can 
kill relationships and spread the pain. 

It is a difficult situation when faced with confronting a person who is 
drinking. I sense that you are concerned that if you tell someone who is in a 
position to take action, that your roommate will be in trouble. Well, look at 
the situation: your roommate is already in trouble. 

Alcoholism is a disease. Given the circumstances of your roommate's 
drinking, the chances are very great that she is an alcoholic, that she has an 
illness. People who are ill do not receive punishment when they seek help and 
treatment. I am confident that those whom I am going to suggest to you will be 
very compassionate, non-judgemental, and wanting tc do what is best for your 
roomate . 

Talk to the Director of Residence, Sister James Marien. While Sister may 
not be able to directly help your roomate, she is in a very good position to 
make referrals that will be helpful. 

Talk to your roommate's advisor, letting her/him know what's happening. 
The advisor, then, can approach your roomate to offer assistance or referrals. 

Talk to your roomate and let her know what you found. Wait for her response, 
and do not accuse her of anything. As her peer and roommate, you are not in a 
position to do anything positive by accusing her. If she denies it, you have 
greater reason to see Sister James Marien or your roommate's advisor. Even if

she does not deny her drinking problem, assistance from someone is charge is 
necessary. It's all a matter of who you decide to talk to first. 

Because of the sensitivity of the situation, talking to your other friends 
about the problem may only make matters worse. If you care about your roomate, 
as you say you do, prevent the spread of rumors and gossip by NOT telling your 
friends . 

Good luck to you. You are to be admired and respected for your courage to 
recognize your roommate's problem and your desire to help her.
